Lynn Canal Conservation has been advocating protecting the outstahding salmon spawning and 
rearing habitat inside the Alaska Chilkat Bald Eagle Preserve frora preventable impacts from 
32-passenger twin 1 50 horsepower commercial jet boat tours since 2000. Om* past involvement 
is well documented in the administrative record. 

Having a scientific basis is key to good decision-making. Providing the public with that 
scientific basis is good policy and makes for transparent, accountable government. 

The 2008 ADFG recoramendations for the commercial jet boat tour route are the first from the 
Palin administration, and represent a significant departnre from the precautionary management 
of past ADFG recomraendations. Since April 29, LCC has unsuccessfully tried to ascertain 
ADFG's scientific basis for those recommendati ons through a series of 3 records requests. As of 
today, July 3, we are no closer to learning that basis than we were on April 29. 

What we have learned is that "there is not a central file system within the department containing 
a single or central Chilkat River file for 2008." That the individual who was central to decision- 
making stated "existing public records will likely not provide answers to the specific questions 
posed in your requests for scientific rationale. w That the Iocal ADFG office - even though it was 
involved in formulating the recommendations - has been instructed not to provide us with 
information and instead we must go through Anchorage. 

Since ADFG seems unable/unwilling to provide its scientific basis, can we correctly assume that 
there was no scientific basis upon which ADFG reversed precautionary management of some of 
the best salmon habitat inside the Preserve, and Soutbeast Alaska?

The 
first attachment entitled "Senator Stevens Visit kkg" is a set of talking points / 
statement that you could make regarding the energy announcement today. The second 
attachment entitled "Stevens Conversation* reflects the notes / outline I made following 
several conversations yesterday with Stevens r staffers, including his energy policy 
coordinator, his deputy chief of staff, and some of his Communications folks. I don't know 
if you agree with everything the Senator is going to announce but the notes reflect what 
he wili announce today. 



The bottomline in all this is how incredibly excited his staffers were to be speaking with 
someone from your Office other than Katz. Based upon their reaction, they see your offices 
in Alaska as different and more personally reflective of you than John Katz who is 
absolutely wonderful, but an expected and necessary relationship. I used to converse with 
them (communications side) and they said that no one's called them to discuss matters 
other than Katz on a daily basis, and they were excited that your office was reaching out 
again and engaging them. It should be a positive experience today and no need for any 
defensive talk or action. 



When I called the Senator's office, I mentioned that I was interested in the Senator 's 
specific remarks today because you were most likely going to be contacted and wanted to be 
able to make positive comraents about the Senator' s efforts and see how we could work 
together. They were thrilled and immediately the calls came in with the specifics and even 
asking guestions of you: do you have any ideas to encourage fuel efficiency / 
transportation cost effectlveness on the stateside? And do you know if nuclear power is 
prohibited in the state and is there anything we can do to work on that? 



At this point, we need direction from you as to what you' d like to do. If you wanted to 
stand with the Senator during the press conference, we can push for that and arrange that 
as they first mentioned that as an option yesterday and I merely said that I wasn't 
prepared to speak tp your schedule and didn't even know if you were in town. Would you 
like to attend the press conference? Would you like to issue a press statement or a press 
release toutin.g his plan (we'll have someone at the press conference to ensure that the 
Senator stays with his comments)?
